In our last Edition we briefly re-ated about the sightings in ‘bisensland in 
which observers claimed they had seen saucers and afterwards found deep im¬ 
pressions among the reedbeds on t ieir propertys. 

the Editors sickness, we had t>Q leave any further reprots or information of 
these events till this issue and because we have had many enquiries from at 
home as well as overseas concerning this case we will give as many detailasas 
possible. Some of which will be amrepeat from last edition to bring things 
up to date. 

Firstly on Jan 19th a banana grower of Tully Queens. reported having found 
in a swamp on his property , a circular clearing of " pressed down 11 reeds 
" as though a large object had r sted there. He also added that he had seen 
a"vapor like saucer-shaped object take off from that very spot last Wednesday" 

A soconda and third sighting sighting v/as observed first by a cane faremer 
and a school teacher when they were walking around Horses Lagoon on another 
cane-farmers property who clammered into the 5 ft. deep swamp to retrrieve 
some of the grass some of which was floating " unusually so " as though " they 
were sucked up bT . something " 

These samples were subsequently sent to the Queensland University for observa¬ 
tions. and here is were all the boloney starts. Wo cannot say vho is to blame 
for this for 7/e feel that the investigator who sent them must have been inclined 
to conclude that all suacers leave radiation effects around them and thus wanted 
to establish this fact with the reeds sent to the University. 

anyone who has had any long experience with the evidence now manifold of saucer 
landings etc. knows that whether radiation is recorded or NOT. would not i'rove 
the presenccor otherwise of a saucer, as it has never been established that 
any such radiation has ALWAYS been evidence of the presence of a sacuer. al¬ 
though in a few cases it may have been present, but it has not been actual 
proof of the saucers presence, one way or the other. Hence the Universitys 
fidning that there was little radiation recorded, and which v/as used as evi¬ 
dence to prove that there was NO SAUCERS up there, is indeed a futile claim 

The pointbwhich all scorned to have overlooked or lit 1 mention was made of. 
v/as t ie feat that the people on whose property thses " nests " had been left 
HAD SEEN OBJECT SIMILAR TO A SAUCER this being aprt from the fact of the 
depressions on the swampy reeds. 

Let us look at some of the evidence of the " nests". 

From pho + :s printed in the press of all states, it is quite apparent that some / 
large object had pressed dwon onto the reeds leaving a surrounding area quite 
unaffected. The explanation given by officials later that tney wqre caused 
by the large floods which had recently been in that area • is indeed a "watery" 
one. in fact the floods were so extensive we would ask how is that these efffocts 
wore only seen and caused and in such a large formation . in just the area 
where saucers had been seen by the property owners. We ask, Did any other folk 
report such " nests" in that flooded area, of that size and condition. ???

Lots here what one of the observers and the local po-iceman have to say. 

Hr Georgo Tully told the the local police his experience on Eednesday night* 
no said that at $ o’clock on Wednesday morning he wan driving a tractor from 
Tully . 'hen approaching Yx Albert ?cnnisis farm , he heard a lend hissing 
noise, louder than the noise of the tractor. 

At first he thought the tractor was giving trouble. But , as the hip ing noise 
grow still louder, he realised it was something else. 

Gazing around , he said, he saw a circular object above some trees about 40 yds . 
away . The object seemd to dip a little then took off at a very high speed and 
soon disappeared. 

As ho continued to drive the tractor, he saw the big depression in the tall 
greon grass in the swamp land, which conatined about five feet of water with 
long green grass and bull rushes growing through it. The grass &ad boon pushed 
flat in an area about 30 ft. by 20 ft . 

On Thursday , the officer in charge of Tully police ( gorgeant 1st Class A.V. M 
MCTLAH. ) an .T to the area and inspected the depression in the swamp grass. 

He said the grass in the depression was still lying flat and had browned off 
although it did not appear to have been'burned . Mr. Pedley said that the pre¬ 
vious day when ho saw the huge mark, the grass was quite green • 


Sgt. Hoylan said there was no sign of any arks having bo mad:, by cattle or 
other animals. There were no tracks leading in or out of the u ^ression, and 
the grass had been flattened smoothly.

Sgt. Moylan said that the smaller type helicopters commonly put d jwn when their 
fuel supply was nearly exhausted and refuelled themsleves from drums carried on 
the craft . 

But against the helicopter theory, he said, was the fact the depressions in the 
svampgrass was cloe:: proximity to trees , and a helicopter pitot could have foun< 
a much better landing spot in a clear area about 100 or 200 yards further out. 

On Thursday night , Mr, Pedley told a 'Townsville Bulletin !I reporter that when 
ho first caw the object he did not know what he was looking at. 

He said”ho could not belive his eyes at first" but after seeing its shape and 
size , the speed with which it flew away and the impressions amde in the grass 
afterwards, he took it to be a ” flying saucer !f . 

Hit. Pedley v/ho is 25 said that the object looked like two saucers joined to¬ 
gether with a small cabin at its top and another small projection underneath. 

He said it was about 25 ft. long and 9 ft. deep, and was greyish in colour. 

The object had hovered about 30 ft. from the ground for at least a minute before 
rising straight up ana flying tc .ards tb. south-west . 

He said IT Had anyone asked me five dyas ago if I believed in Flying saucers 
I’d have lavjved ai: . ought they wore nuts,” 
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" THOSE SAUCER NESTS?” 3 

Ina further interview he said ” I know now I hove seen a space ship ” 

” No one will ever convince me that I amigined this thing 11 

He added these further deyails to those already given • ”1 saw no portholes 

or antennae, and there was no sign of life either in or about the ship”. 

He decided not to say anything because he thought no one would believe his story. 
11 But on my vat homo to Tully that night I met Alber Pennisis , who owns the 
property where T saw the saucer. 

He believed me straight awny, and said he had drramed he would have a saucer 
land on his property, and added that” at about 5*30 a.rn. on Wednesday his dog 
suddenly went mad and bounded off towards the lagoon • ” 

Mr Pedley said he drove to a service station and told three people there what 
he had seen. 

'Then the fun started . They were convinced I was crackers and told me so. ” 

Mr Pedley took them to the spot and pointed out the strange circle and decided 
to call the police. 

It was next day the other two men who were walking aorund the are found the 
other two nests making 3 in all. 

One however appeared to be some days old, but the other, only a few feet away 
seemed reasonably fresh . 

They were about 25 yards from the first one, but hidden by some dense scrub. 

The fresher one is only eight feet across, and the reeds were flattened in 
an anticlockwise fashion. In the first disc however thcyran in a clockYri.se 
direction . One other mystery has turned up... A patch of couch grass about 
four feet square and about three feet from the perimeter of the first disc, 
ha.s been clipped at water level . 

fell folks this is the evidence to date. Y7e arc leaving the rest of this oage 
open for further news if it turns up otherwise will use it for someother news.

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" DID SAUCSiS CAUSE THE NEW YORK BLACK OUT ?." 


Wo frankly admit that wo have found this question a very debatable one indeed, 

because v/e have had sent to us much conflicting ovidenco for both sides of the 

argument* * but our desire is to be openly frank and honest with our readers 
andeven if we tend to favor one side or the other at least leave it to them 
to judge for themselves which they feel convinces them most . 

In any case v/e possibly may never be able to rpove either side fully* and es¬ 
pecially as we arc so far away from the actual scenes of the incident * are en¬ 
tirely dependant upon such bits and pieces of facts and data as we can rocieve, 

aro at the best only thcr for j vising by circumstantial evidence. 

The foilomm is from Bob GricblJs report on the matter . 

U.F.O did not cause the the massive blackout or power failure of most of the 
North East United States on Nov . Jth -Or did it?... 

The official report attributed the blackout to a broken relay at Sir Adam Beck 
power plant No.2 at Queenston. Ontario Car;da. There hoc been considerable 
UFO activity near the Beck plant recently. Residents of Eri n* Ontario. 
Canada, observed a large UFO overhead about the time of the ba^ekout. 

According to witn esses* the object had appeared for at least a week, almost 
every night* turning the blank night sky as bright as day . This* of course* 
is no proof that the flying objects were the cause of t.io power failure. 

There was considerable UFO activity also in the aim a around the Syr anus e* New 
York on the night of Nov. 9 di. Deputy Civil Aviation Commissioner Robor Walsh 
was piloting a plane about 1500 feet over Syracuse when the lighas went out. 
Whon ho got back on the ground* Walsh said* ! a strange thing happened. I was 
sitting on the ground near the runway v/ith others when we saw a sudden ball of 
fire south of us* It appeared to be about 1000 feet in the air and 50 feet 
in diameter . All I could think of was a mushroom effect’. About 10 minutes 
later* Walsh said the group saw another hall of fire answering the same des¬ 
cription • 


Two men in an airplane above South Bay* Now York reported seeing a huge fire¬ 
ball shortly after the lights went of at 5*22 p.m. Weldon Ross* part time^ 
flight instructor withe the Syracuse Flying School and his student* James 
Brookings * reported seeing a 1 hall of orange-roddish fire which flared bigger 
than a house fire*. Ross siad he and Brookings were about over Three Rivers 
* when the lights went out. Wo were over the high lino ( electric power line) 
which runs fron Clay* New York* to Niagara Falls* Now York# when we saw the 
fire flash. It locked like a barn fire— a ba,rn full of hay and lasted for 
perhaps 10 seconds. 


I know I was over the power lines. I Couldn’t see them hut I know where they 
were 1 Rose said ho knows tho area where ho saw the fireball very well. He said 
the locationof the sighting is north of Hancock Field. Ross has boen teaching 
flying on weekends and nights for 15 years. Another man* Tom Doxsee* Town of 
Manlius* New York * reported seeing a * ball of fire’ sometime within an hour 
of tho time of the lights went out. He des cribed it as looking’ ri Like the sun 
setting '* only in this case it wap dotting in the east . Ho said he saw the 
object’ between an opening in dr paries’ but had no intention of s.eying any¬ 
thing about ituntil he read of Commissioners Walsh’s experience. Doxseee also 
reportod a woman neighbor said she saw a bright object described as ’yellow 
but which stood on end* was oval rather than round* stood up and down rather 
than crosswise.’ Mrs, John Clary cf onordaga* N.Y. sighted a ’ mushroom hall 
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" BID SAUCERS CAUSE THE 1T.Y. BLACK OUT ?" (2) 

cf fire.’ Leon Carpenter of Fayetville, U.Y. said he also saw a ’ ball of fire ? 
from his shower room • A Camillus, I'T.Y. housewife and three of aer children 
reported they saw a ’huge- dome-shaped fireball in the sky just before the 
lights went out 1 Mrs. Dewey Boshers said a mushroom -type ball of light ap¬ 
peared in the south-eastern sky that stayed for a least five minutes. Mrs. 

Boshers said the strange light rose over the moon. As she and her children 
watched,the fireball began to move forward. As it did so, the house lights 
dimmed • Then Mrs. Boshers reported , it moved backward and disappeared in a 
flash, simultaneous with the loss of electric light • Another Camillus woman 
Mrs Everett B. Jones said she saw ahuge ball of fire hanging over Camillus Plaza 
on Route 5 shortly after the lights went out. She said she saw a huge orange 
ball of fire sink below East Hill just outside Camillus. Several unimpeachable 
witnesses in scattered areas of Philadelphia. Penn, reported seeing a ! curious 
cloud, shaped like on upended coin with a handle,’ in an otherwise cloudless 
sky at almost the exact moment the power failure occurred. One of the witness¬ 
es Walter Voelker, a research engoneer, said,s 1 The most curious aspect was 
that by the time my wife and I saw the ’ cloud’ and could stop the car in traffic 
for a better look, it had shifted to the other side of the sky. We saw it in 
three different locations. Later we learned of others who had had similarex- 
poriences in sighting it. 1 Mr and Mrs, John A. Dorr of Somerville, N.J. report¬ 
ed that just after the blackout occurred, they were looking out their kitchen 
window when they noticed a large light in the balck sky. At first it was sta¬ 
tionary, t a on it moved vertically and horizontially, making an almost complete 
square. It then moved at great speed to the north oast. 

FCC Commissioner Chairman J.C. Swindler has said that the electric power b&ack - 
out may never be fully explained , and that there is no guarantee it could not 
happen again • How about that • 

Here ends the B. Gribbie N.I.C.A.P. REPORT- 

The above is the case for the saucers causing the blackout, and it cannot be 
denied in the light of so many witneses that there WAS some bright object like 
3 ” FIREBALL” around tha o night . now jiots hear the case ior the defence asit 
appears to your Editor. 

THE OTHER SIDS OF THE STORY . 

First let us examine the evidence above... It must be clearly noted that at no 
time did any wintess soy it v/as an UFO. ALL witnesses testified they had seen 
a bright flaming FIREBALL, now any one who has much to do with saucers will 
know there is a vast difference between the fireballs and the actual ’’saucers? 
We concede tae fireball maynave come from a saucer out no evidence given above 
seems to indicate the presence of such, and when all the witnesses are put to¬ 
gether they seem to indicate that the ob^ectseen by thorn all COULD HAVE BEES! 

THE CUE ADD THE SAME especially as some indicated that it moved from place to 
place. 

Let us for a moment concede it MAY have been from a saucer. What proof have the 
witnesses given that it actually CAUSED the blackout. It was present. YES. 

But who can say that it may not have been there OBSERVING what took place 
IF it was from a saucer ? is it not possible that it may have been on a recon 
aisance mission , in the light of the lack of proof that it actually CAUSED 
the black out have we not as much right to think that mayfee it was there to 
register hack what ’they the brothers KNEW was going to happen, and were their 
to protect the interests of these whom they are watching over ”. 
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In the light of the evidence to follow it is possible that such was the case# 
Further since when have the saucers had to res >rt to n fireballs n to put out of 
action any manmade devices. It is well known that they have technical knowledge 
far superceding ours, and if a LASAR RAy can do so much they have much more del 
icate and finer instruments to accomplish such an act if they so desired. 

To use a ?f fireball” for such is in my imagination an insult to their skill 
and know how#Instruments inside their crafts could do that without such fire 
works displays# they don’t go in for show-poney business. 

How let us hear some evidence rut :mown generally about that night . 

Your Editor has relayed to him a weekly news service of things of vital interest 
which happen in the USA most of v/hich doos not got a reporting in the press gen¬ 
erally because it would bo against the present government policy to let the 
public know things are not going as well as they plan they would. 

From this news service he learned that on that night, certain trunk line tele 
phonists were connecting calls from one side of N.Y to other pi ces and on more 
than one occassion before the actual connection was put over and the operator 
disconnected herself, the significant words ,? when the lights go off n was heard 
in the beginning of tho conversation. At the time no thought was given to such 
as no telephonist worry's about conversations, of a few words heard under such 
circumstances, but after the lights DID go out when comparing with others, it 
did occur that those calls we from people who KNEW the lights were going to GO 
OFF and were alerting some others about it with instructions.

Mr Charles Gibbs- Smith is recognised, as one of the world's greatest author¬ 
ities on aviation. He considers the photograph produced by the girls in the 
account is of "inpeecible authority " and shows no object or phenomena at pre¬ 
sent known to man . 

With the eyes of the world trained on the " flying saucer nests" near Tully, 
in ITorth Queensland, another mystery sighting passed almost unnoticed in Ire¬ 
land. 

And this tine the mysterious object was photographed. 

The world is sharply divided into believers or non-believers in flying saucers 
( the non believers are still in the overwhelming majority ) so the photograph 
will add further fuel for argument . 

It was taken by a Danish girl, Lisbet Mortensen, one Sunday afternoon near 
Cappoquin, in County Waterford, Ireland. 

Miss Mortensen was a passenger in a car driven by Miss Jacqueline Wingfield. 
Miss Lingfield first noticed the U.F.O. 

She stopped the car and both girls got out to watch the object. It was between 
^.15* and 3*30 On a fine afternoon with a clear blue sky. 
he object flew steadily across the sky, low down , and making no sound at all. 

The object was curved and elongated, solid looking and light in colour. 

^eliind it, and seeming to be attached to it rather than emanating from it, 
wasa"plume" of flame-like brightness. The plume left no smoke trail or other 
wake. 

Miss Wingfield tried to get a photograph of the object but found her camera 
was not loaded . She called to Miss Mortensen to get her camera from the car 
which the Danish girl did, and managed to get one shot before the UFO disap¬ 
peared in the distance. 

This camera, and Agfa Flick 2, was a simple type and easy to operate, otherwise 
there mignt not have been time tooperate it. 

Miss Y/ingfield took the unprocessed film to a colleagge cf hers, Mr Charles 
Gibbs- Smith, a Companion of the Royal Aeronautical Society and a Keeper at 
the Victoria and albert Museum and the Wellington Museum in London . 

He is also one of the world's greatest authorities on aviation and an author of 
many hocks on the subject. 

Mr. Gibbs= Smith was most impressed. He said, " Here is a sighting by reliable 
witnesses, accompanied by a photograph of impeccable authenticity, the first 
of which- after seeing many examples- I can vouch for from start to finish" 

Mr. Gibbs- Smith said he was in doubt about the best method of having the film 
processed to get the best results from it if it was found to have anything sig¬ 
nificant on the negative® 

" But, by good fortune, " he sa d, " my friend Mr Percy Hennell, a photographer 
of world revoke, car. into my office shortly after and generously offered to 
have the film proceeded and printed in his private studio under his own eye. 
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r Witil this offer I knew the film was in the hands of a man not only of the high¬ 
est etchnical ability, but also of the highest integrity • 11 

The photographer Hr Percy Hennell then gave his account . 

I recieved the roll sealed of the Agfa Isopan F film from Miss Wingfield. 

This film as processed under my supervision and in my presence by my assis¬ 
tant in the recommended developer, with a normal development time. 

M The frame in question was one in a series of hoilday landscape snapshots. 

M I examined the negative and feel certain that it would be impossible, even 
with forethought, to fake such a negative, quite apart from the conditions of 
the photography in this case precluding the possibility . 

" A series of enlargements of increasing density was made on contrast paper. 

I naturally left all the prints free of retouching. 

In the lightest prints, it is obvious fr n the movement in the foreground 
image that the camera has been swung during photography in order to keep the 
object in the view-finder. The eype of camera would suggest the exposure 
could not have been less the l/ 50 th of a second and was more probably in* the 
region of l/ 25 th . 

I am well aware of the ways in which a superficially similar effect might be 
produced under lboaratory conditions, after developement , but not only was 
nhe film developed in a sealed tank , it was not examined until development 
and fixation were completed. 

!? The negative , as it exists now, could be examined by any. photographic chem¬ 
ist , who could only confirm that no after-treatment was attcreyjed on tne 
negative. 

Miss ingfield was somewhat puzzled when she saw the points • Her recollectioi 
of the UFO was amore elongated shape and of a shorter ^iumu. 

Mr. Gibbs- Smith said the shorter shape of the object could be aco unted for 
by the altered perspective of the machine as it was going away. 

The longer plume in the photograph cyuld possibly have been caused by the cam¬ 
era registering more of it than did the human eye. 

He said the objects brightness , Its trailing plume and its rapid horizintal 
movement across the sky ruled out such suggested possibilities as a balle...-n 
an aircraft, a satellite, or a meteorite. 

Mr Gibbs= smith himself does not see any alternative explanation except that 
the object is interplanetary— or what is more commonly called a ” flying 
saucer ” . 

” If, after only 60 years of flying , we can now orbit the earth at 18,000 
miles an hour , is it not possible, ” he asks 1 ’ That other civilisations much 
older than our 70*000 years could travel between stars with trouble? 

And few deny that there may be many advanced civilisations in space. ” 

Lsibet Mortensen’s photograph stands as evidence. But evidence of what?. 

Mr. Gibbs- nrrdth and others find the scientists ! techincal explanations un¬ 
convincing— si ad more complicated than their own view, that it may really be 
a THI1TG from outer space. 

Reports of things in the sky have been going on for nearly 100 years, even in 
Australia. In recent years they Lave been pouring in from and made by res¬ 
ponsible people. I 3 include ohe ^ir-lone pilots, six staff men from the 
Hopt. of Civil Aviation’s Canberra 'ontrol tower, a prominent astronomer at 
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the Mount Stromlo Observatory, a priest s ,e,bers of tne police and a publican. 

Perhaps the roost significant of these was the Canberra sightin’ on July 15? 19^5 
It caused world wide comment . 


Eight men who watch the sky for a living saw a mysterious glowing object hov¬ 
ering over Parliament House. Six of them were Department of Civil Aviation 
staff members and the two wore T.A.A. pilots. The staff men of the Canberra 
control tower observed tho UFO for 4-0 minutes, five to ten miles north-east 
of tho airport and 5»0G0 ft high. 

Tho two T.A.A. pilots , who had just taken off from tho airport, were asked by 
radio if they could see the object. They replied thay had it under observation 
and so had the passengers. 


This , and many other authoritive sightings , are lending weight to the pro¬ 
flying saucer school, but the majority of the public remains uncomiaicad.

FLOOD OF SIGITI1TGS AROUHD ADELAIDE. 

Reports have simply flooded in ever since the beginning of the year of numer 
oiio sig .tings in and around or near to Adelaide. Lome of these have proved 
to be conventional objects* such as satellites which have been passing over 
for some time now. also some aerial manouros caused quite a few to be mistaken 
for what people thought wer saucers, and it must bo admitted on the surface 
had all the appearnces of such, but we do not believe as some investigators 
do at just grabbing at a wild straw , running out and taping an interview, 
then wildly claiming such as a saucer without any attempt to check up with 
authorities if any aircraft, balloons . or other knov/n facts could be the 
the explanation . So although wo WART very much to detail a saucer sight¬ 
ing wo are not prepared to do so without honest checking, wild emotion is 
the worst type of investigation needed, and regretably there are some who 
with loud publicity and high, sounding titles . conduct their investigations 
in this haphazard way. which dc:s great harm to our cause generally and cer¬ 
tainly is making afool of the public. 

One sighting of a confectuonor going to work at an early hour in the morning 
however seems pretty certain to be unexplained by ordinary sources. 

He says, M I was gping along in my car. toward Adelaide, when I noticed this 
largo brilliant object just a little lower than the horizon and appearing 
to be n in front of the hills” Its strong brilliance is what struck him and 
then ho noticed that it had started to move and rose within he space of 
8 rain to another level about 20 degrees higher . This was obvious that it 
was not as first though! probal ' Venus or another Planet rising in the early 
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dawn. A matter which your Editor at first was prone to consider. 

Having risen to this position it remained stationary for another two minutes 
and then disappeared altogether , and although the observer watched as he 
progressed on his way he could not see any further sign of it. 

He said it was a little larger than the largest star and ccratinly much more 
broghter . Ho could see no formations on it. The weather was clear and only 
a small breeze was blowing. Ho had never seen a sacuer before, but believed 
in the possibility o f such . late of sighting 8/2/66 Time 4»a.m. 


A week prior to this the Editor and his family wer out on the lawn cooling 
off from the intense heat wave Adelaide has been suffering with. His daughter 
noticed an object coming in from the west, it was travelling at a terrific 
spped. She drew the attention of all the family present to it. It hhd a fast 
flashing light far too fast for an aircraft, which wo often ?o overhead. 

Its speed alone ruled out any likely craft of earth for it traversed the 
arc of the sky from tho western horizon to the zenith in a few seconds. 
Satellites were out of the question . one of those was observed later crossing 
the souther sky. but it took about 10 minutes or more to complete its crossing 
Although wo continued to gaze it just flicked out and no more was soc-n of 
this object, but h ardly had wo started o discuss it. when the phone started 
ringing and a whole family at a higher height of elevation repented seeing 
it and that it had reappeared again in the north where ir was joined by other 
objects.then the whole of them sped away at groat speed into the north . 

Those people had scarcely rung off, when furtnor calls came in from others 
describing tho sure incident, and those came from various tangents of compass 
points. Inquiries were made and no aircraft were up at t.;at time although 
some did appear later on in the evening. No ballons. This is humorous, when 
considering tho sppol tho wind would have had to travel to send a balloon 
along r.t that speed. Wo fuel i&at as no other logical explanation can he 
found wo are justified in caliming as one of " OURS " A SAUCER . 


Another report which has been handed into the Editor , but was not verified 
personally . but given to one of our staff, was tho following case. 

This was one tho same night as the above incident of the Editor and his fam 
ily and their sighting . 

Tho young man claims he was just out of Adelaide in a near by centre, which 
by tho way holds a very good record for sightings at close range, quite a few 
of them occurring during the last year. Ho says ho was looking into tho 
distance when he felt a strange fooling creep over him , looking up just seven 
feet above him . he saw a saucorright over him . Ho claims he was panic sir 
stricken and could not move . then suddenly the craft swept up and away from 
him. He reported the matter to tho police, and was subsequently visited by 
Air Force Security , so ho says, he was told not to make any mtion of it 
to the papers or to talk about it too much. 

He refuses to have his name used . he certainly appears to be scared of 
any publicity . and when attenpts wore made to induce him to give further 
facts of size etc etc. ho refused to discuss the matter any further. 

On the whole this c.u.Id be a case of wild imagination, it certainly cnnnotbe 
one in which the author is seeking some publicity stunt .for his refusal

Your Editor is inclined to bolivo his story on the grounds of the locale and 
due to the fact that very reliable witnesses have given ^accounts*some with 
several witnesses* of similar very close sightings in this v ry vicinity.

THREE MEN SAT IT . 

The object v*as seen by three Melbourne men driving north on the Prince’s High¬ 
way* about five miles north of Eden * at about 1.45* a.m. on Sunday. 

They told constable G. Rouney* of Merimbula, they saw a flaming object that 
skimmed low over the trees setting fire to them and exploding into the ground 
v/ith a flash. 

Constable Rouney said last night he had searched for 1-g- hours near Jigamy Creel 
ee'_:ly yesterday* .here tne object was supposed to have fallen * but found no¬ 
tching. 

He said that another Eden resident interested in the sighting Mr J. Halloraan 
had searched for about four hours in the afternoon but without success.

We were so impressed by this bock that we feel it merits a little more than 
usual commentary. Its Author. .Paul Thomas whose real name is Paul Msiraki 
and who is a composer also living in the U.S.A. has undoubtedly gone to a 
lot of bother in his research to find the evidence he presents in this very 
fine book. 

The book itself is translated from the French by none other than our well 
known UFO friend Gavin Gibbons who has made an exceelent work of the trans¬ 
lation and has particularly gone to much pains to avoid losing any of the 
sense of the authors original maunscript. 

The book itself is as it says, a review of the evidence of the strange craft 
through the pages of historical evidence, and freely refers to mapy transla¬ 
tions from the French Bibles especially the Jerusalem Bible, from which many 
new facets are presented of meanings which do not occur in our own English 
translations, and for this alone we are indebted to the author. 

In his coverage he unavoidably has to refer to many incidents and also quotes 
some of which are well known to us and have been written upon before, but 
this does not detract from the great value of the bock . for as in instance 
in his chapter on the Fatima incident, quite a few points were quite fresh 
to your Editor although he himself had studied this phenomena and written 
upon it several times, hence even if one finds a little repition of previous¬ 
ly known or read material . there is here and there a few more jig-saw pieces 
one can find to add to the complete puzzle picture. 

Altogether In every chapter some of which presents much fresh thought and 
data, there is much for the serious student of the UF U . especially those wo 
like thw Editor find a strong connection between the coming of these visitors 
and those recorded in the Volume of the Sacred Law. 

It is a valuable addition to any Saucer Library and we are indeed indebted 
to the publishers for letting us have one of the first copies. 

The only fault we find is that we felt we wanted more when we finished the 
book and wished that the author had given us more lengthy chapters of some 
of his evidence much of which is obvious he has condensed down for general 
reading. But at least we can hope for a second to be done.
